RESUME OF THE NEWS. 


Sir Charles Tupper, the Canadian 
member of the fishery commission, 
says that he believed there was little 
left now of the irritation that inspired 
the non-intercourse retaliation move­ 
ment of last winter, and was confi­ 
dent the commissioners would bring 
their labors to a satisfacto ry conclu­ 
sion. 


Judg e Holmes, of the Irish Court of 
Queen’s Bench, at Dublin, has issued a 
conditional order, setting aside Mr. 
Sexton’s election as Lord Mayor of 
Dublin. An ultim ate decision will be 
rendered on the order after arg ument. 
Mr. Sexton is charg ed with violating 
the Crimes act and with neg lecting to 
perform his duties when Hig h Sheriff. 


Senator Farwell’s banking bill pro­ 
poses to substitute county, munic­ 
ipal and even railway securities for 
United States bonds as a basis for a 
National Bank circulation. This fea­ 
ture is almost unanimously disapprov­ 
ed by the press. 
Better far let the 
Government issue the money directly 
on its own credit, than to use city, 
county and railway bonds as a basis 
for National Bank circulation. 


It was a piece of g reat g ood fortune 
for France—a real political inspira­ 
tio n—that such a man was found up­ 
on whom Clemenceau, Freycinet, Fer­ 
ry, Floquet and the other jealous 
leaders could unite. 
1 lis election by 
so overwhelming a vo te is creditable 
to the patriotism of the French le g is­ 
lature and in the hig hest deg ree reas­ 
suring as to the stability and perma­ 
nence of the republican form of g ov­ 
ernment in France. 


The system of co-education of the 
sexes will soon be abandoned at Adel- 
bert Colleg e. Cleveland, Ohio. 
Many 
of the authorities of the colleg e were 
opposed to tne plan of co-education, 
but were willing to g ive it a trial, that 
being the only means of putting an 
end to the g eneral demand for it. 
It 
has received a fair trial. 
Under its 
operation the institutio n has not en­ 
joyed the prosperity that it deserved, 
and the plan will therefore be aban­ 
doned in a few months. 


Taking the Senate and House of 
Representatives tog ether, the 
law- 
j-ers outnumber the farmers in the 
Ohio leg islature by 71, or more than 
40 per cent, and no two other classes 
have more representatives put to ­ 
g ether than either of these. 
In some 
States the vast majority of the mem­ 
bers of the Leg islature are farmers, but 
in Ohio the tillers of the soil are far o ut­ 
numbered by the professions, and al­ 
so by the various mercantile and 
manufacturing interests. 


A colored citizen of Greene county, 
Ohio, has set a noble example in self- 
help to his race everywhere in mak­ 
ing to Wilberforce University a free 
g ift of some thirty thousand dollars. 
If a white man had g iven this sum to 
a colored university it would not 
have occasioned wide remark, 
al­ 
thoug h everyone must have acknowl­ 
edg ed it a handsome present. The 
notable feature of the case is the cir­ 
cumstance that it was a 
colored 
man’s contribution to the cause of 
colored education and prog ress. 


An increased use of silver dollars is 
reported by the secretar y of the treas­ 
ury in the form of silver certificates. 
He thinks, however, it is waste to coin 
any more silver dollafs, but advises 
that authority be g iven to issue certif­ 
icates ag ainst the coming value of the 
bullion boug ht to meet the require­ 
ments of the silver coinag e law. This 
would not restrict in the least the use 
of silver dollars as currency. 
The 
certificates would be equally valuable, 
whether representing coin or bullion, 
while the bullion could be more easily 
stored than the coin. 


Senator Barnum of Connecticut, in­ 
terviewed on the 
labor 
question, 
talks sensibly. 
He says: 
“ A settle­ 
ment of the differences between the 
employers and the employed is the 
one thing demanding the most serious j 
consideration. 
I have been an era- ; 
ployer of men all my life, and have 
now something like five thousand on 
my pay rolls. 
I have never had any 
difficulty 
whatever, and I have al- j 
ways found that with anything like j 
a 
fair, liberal 
spirit 
working men 
could be made contented and all fric­ 
tions avoided. 
It is a serious condi­ 
tion of affairs when the working men 
and those who employ them g et to 
looking upon each other as natural 
enemies. They should be the most 
natural of friends, because their in­ 
terests aie identical.” 


The ultimate location of the foreig n 
accessions to our populatio n 
must 
have much to do in the determina­ 
tion of future local peculiarities. The 
Eng lish, Irish and Scotch now’ find 
homes chiefly in the Eastern states; 
the Gormans come to the Central 
W est; 
the Scandinavians seem to 
have claimed the Northwest for them­ 
selves; the Canadian French g o into 
the manufacturing districts of New 
Eng land and are rarely to be met with 
elsewhere; and the Italians and Hun­ 
g arians are rapidly displacing 
the 
Irish in the mining reg ions of Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio. 
What is called the 
native population, the one which oc­ 
cupied the country thirty years ag o, 
has been moving and is still steadily 
moving 
W est—from 
the 
Atlantic 
states to the Mississippi valley, and 
from the Mississippi valley into the 
mining reg ion of the Rocky mountains 
and the Pacific slope—and this con­ 
tinual displacement is producing con­ 
stant transformations. Society, hab­ 
its, vo catio ns and even physiog nomy 
in some of the Atlantic states are so 
chang ed that a man who returns aft­ 
er an absence of a g eneration feels as 
if he were among a strang e people. It 
is only in the Southern states, where 
the neg ro race effectually repels Euro­ 
pean immig ration, that the distinc­ 
tive characteristics of half a century 
ag o are still to be found.

The do o rs were 
left <i pen o nly to person# o f g o o d in« » ral char­ 
acter. Seventy per cent o ft tie po p ulatio n o f 
B o sto n was comp« <se« l of perso ns ot foreig n 
birth and f« ireig n parentag e; 8 0 per cent of 
the po pulatiiin of New York,and 9 1 per rent 
o f tlie po pulatio n o f Chic g o; ami these 
fig ures mig ht l>e ag g ravated by future im ­ 
m ig ratio n. 
Tht re is in this co untry a for­ 
eig n po pulatio n of 19 ,3 4 0 ,0 0 0 or nearly

Senator Far well’s banking bill pro­ 
poses to substitute county, munic­ 
ipal and even railway securities for 
United States bonds as a basis for a 
National Bank circulation.

A hill was introduced by Senator Reagan 
to regulate immigration. 
The senator, explaining Ins bill, said: 
Its main object was to have the character 
of foreign immigrants examined fir.it by 
the I'nitsd States consul at Hie ports of 
departure, instead of by state cf n miss lon­ 
ers a t the ports of arrival.

An increased use of silver dollars is 
reported by thesecretaiy of the treas­ 
ury in the form of silver certificates. 
He thinks, however, it is waste to coin 
any more silver dollars, but advises 
that authority be given to issue certif­ 
icates against the coming value of the 
bullion bought to meet the require­ 
ments of the silver coinage law.

There is now in store in 
tors on all lines of railroad in Minnesota 
and Dakota, outside of Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and Duluth, 20,000,000 bushels in 
round numbers, the actual figures tieing 
20,100,000. Of this amount it is estim at­ 
ed that 2 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 bushels are old wheat 
which has been held over from last crop, 
leaving 18,000,000 bushels of the new crop 
in store n o w . 
The greatest amount of wheat is held on 
the Northern lines of railroad, more than 
two-thirds of the entire amount tieing in 
that section of Minnesota and Dakota 
north of an east and west line through 
Minneapolis. There is no doubt that if the 
above estimate of amount in country ele­ 
vators is correct that the crop is near 
ninety-five millions. 
It apjiears that about 45.060,000 bush­ 
els of tni* have been shippel and rn tran­ 
sit, leaving 18,000,000 in country eleva­ 
tors, and, with the usual allowance for 
bread and seed, 14,000,000 in fanners’ 
hands to come forward. 
It also appears 
that Minneapolis is getting a much larger 
porportion of the shipments this year 
than last.

Im p o rta n t R ailroad D ecisions. 
A decision w as rendered by the United 
States Supreme ( fruit a t Washington in 
the case of the Northern Pacific railway 
against Richard Mares, brought here by a 
writ cl error to the supreme court ft! Da­ 
kota. 
Tin* is an appeal from a judgment 
awarding $ 20,000 damages to Richard 
Mares, a brakeman in the employ of the 
Northern 
Pacific 
Railway 
Fompany, 
who lost both leg* in an accident caus'd, 
it was alleged, by the carelessness and in- 
comjreteney of Bassett a switching engi­ 
neer, who was also employed by the rail­ 
way company. 
The railroad maintained th a t Mares, 
knowing of the reputation of Bassett, 
should have refused to work with bim and 
not having done so, wa# guilty of contrib­ 
utory negligence. 
The judge, in the court 
below refused to charge this a t the request 
of the road, and an exception was taken. 
Justice Matthews, in delivering the opin­ 
ion of the court said th a t this view could 
riot lie tolerated. 
The court below was 
clearly right in refusing to give the peremp­ 
tory instruction to the j ry 
t h a t 
tho 
plaintiff had been guilty of negligence in 
not refusing to work with Bassett, know­ 
ing hi* general temper. 
In conclusion the 
court says: 
On the whole ca## it abundantly and 
satisfactorily appears th a t tile case was 
submitted to the jury upon the charge of 
law applicable to the relation between the 
parties, 
We find no error in the* order, 
and the judgment of the court below is 
therefore affirtqed

In fact, the two points to be 
borne in mind are themselves suf­ 
ficiently suggestive of grounds for 
alarm, the first being that the disease 
itself has of late years increased in ac­ 
tivity, and the second that, in more 
or less degree, it is to be found all ov­ 
er the word.

virulence would at once produce a 
world-like epidemic. The train is laid, 
and needs only to be fired.
